commencement of 
operation 
of 
an 
electric light plant 
to 
furnish 
the 
borough’s 
own 
street 
lighting, 
if 
such certificate be required. 


J. Donald Swope Esq. 
represented 
the borough in the m atter, and Hon. 
A. M. Beitler, of Philadelphia, and J. 
L. Williams, Esq., of Gettysburg, the 
Light Company. In their 
answer 
to 
the Commission in the 
matter, 
the 
Light Company says: 
i 
“This Company 
respectfully 
sub­ 
mits th a t it i9 necessary for the Bor­ 
ough of G ettysburg to obtain a certi­ 
ficate of Public Convenience before it 
can acquire, construct 
or 
begin 
to 
operate any plant for serving the peo­ 
ple, includirrg the lighting of the pub­ 
lic streets in said Borough, with heat, 
light or power, by means of electric­ 
ity; and th a t such certificate 
should 
not he issued by your Commission for 
the following reasons; 


“The Borough would involve 
itself 
in an undertaking 
costing 
a 
large 
amount of money 
in 
a 
wholly 
un­ 
necessary and ill-advised project and 
cost the tax-payers much more 
than 
if the bids offered by this 
Company 
subject to 
the 
approval, 
reduction, 
modification or enlargem ent of 
your 
Commission, were operative and 
the 
public lighting furnished thereunder. 


“This Company would 
lose a 
con­ 
siderable p art of its revenue to which 
it is justly and fairly entitled, would 
have on hand a large quantity of un­ 
saleable and 
useless 
electrical 
m a­ 
chinery, wires, 
poles, 
transform ers, 
-applies, etc., would 
have 
a 
plant 
equipped at large 
outlay 
to 
supply 
public lighting and private 
lighting 
w’ith a considerable p a rt no longer in 
use and m ost likely it would have 
to 
advance its rates and prices 
for 
it 
services to private persons, 
p artner­ 
ships and corporations within its ser­ 
vice territory. 


"The Borough would iii effect 
be- 
come a competitor of this 
Company 
so fa r as the public lighting is 
con­ 
cerned, as it claims 
to 
be 
able 
to 
furnish to the tax [layers of the Bor­ 
ough street lighting at a less cost to 
them than this p ro testant can do. It is 
contrary to 
public 
policy 
and 
the 
ispirit of the Public Service Company 
la w , to encourage or perm it unneces­ 
sary competition between tw o 
public 
service companies, and it is most im­ 
portant to the tax payers 
and 
resi­ 
dents of a Borough to discourage and 
prevent such competition between the 
Borough and oiw Public Service Com­ 
pany. 


“ This protestant respectfully 
sug­ 
gests th a t if the applicant here were 
a private corporation applying 
with 
the consent of the Borough 
Council 
for leave to put up a 
plant to supply 
the Borough with street lighting that 
under the ruling of 
your 
Honorable 
Commission such 
permission 
would 
be refused and for reasons which a p ­ 
ply with equal force when 
the 
Bor­ 
ough is itself 
the 
petitioner. 
Your 
protestant embarked its 
money, 
in­ 
stalled its plant, increased its 
capa 
city and installed 
its lines 
for 
the 
public lighting upon 
the 
reasonable 
belief that so long as ft 
((noted 
fair 
prices to 
the 
Borough 
for 
public 
lighting it should receive a 
contract 
for such service.” 
Regarding the 
proposed 
borough 
plant, the Light Company says in its 
answ’er: 
“The plant as outlined in the 
Bor­ 
ough’s petition provides for 
no 
re ­ 
serve or 
emergency 
equipment. 
In 
case of accident 
or 
breakdown 
public will be w ithout light until 
pairs can be completed, 
“ Nor does the proposed plant take 
into consideration the risks 
of 
loss 
attending the business in 
which 
the 
Borough seeks to engage. It is liable 
to have its 
pole* 
break, 
its 
lamps 
burnt out by electric storm s, its wires 
snap, and to have dam ages to pay by 
reason of the neglect of its 
employ­ 
ees. Your protestant understands that 
it is the intention of the Borough that 
the inspection and supervision of its 
aerial lines and 
the 
installation 
of 
lamps are to be entrusted to the 
po­ 
lice force consisting of 
'two 
officers 
neither of them having 
any 
experi­ 
ence in the m aintenance 
of 
electric 
light lines and both of them having as

A fter a Litter experience In the north­ 
ern wastes, nine survivors of the Ca­ 
nadian arctic exjiedition, which left 
E squim au In June, 1013, arrived at 
Victoria, B. C. 
They were brought 
from Nome, Alaska, on the United 
State* revenue cutter Bear. The party 
w as beaded by Captain Robert A. B art­ 
lett, the famous explorer. 
Eight of the exploration party were 
lost on the Journey from the point 
where their ship Karluk was crushed 
by the ice to Wrangel island, and 
three died in camp ut the Dlund, one 
from an accident. 
“All In th* Day'* W o r k ” 
Captain Bartlett told the story of the 
Karluk * last voyage in istre fact*. Re­ 
lating a few of the obstacle* be had to 
overcome on ids tram p across the ice 
from Wrangel Island bi Emma Harbor. 
Siberia, he dismissed most question* as 
to his jieril* with a nonchalant “ Well, 
it’s all in the day's work.” 
Realizing Unit help m ust be summon 
ed from somewhere or the entire p ar­ 
ty on Wrangel island would succumb 
through starvation, Captain Bartlett 
decided to set out on a walk which 
would bring him to Hie outside world 
Ile knew the Journey m eant terrible 
hardships and possibly death. 
“On March 18,” he said, “I left the 
ram p with an Eskimo boy, Ivattovlek. 
►even dogs and n sledge made by Mr. 
Hadley, the exact copy of a sledge 
used by Teary In bls tfiRm. 
We had 
supplies for ourselves arni dogs for 
thirty-eight day*. 
I Intended to get to 
East Cars*, Hilieria. 
We had difficulty 
In crossing the strait which separates 
Wrangell island from the mainland 
Hie air line distance l>eing IOO mil***. 
“ I thought when I left the Island that 
I would make It in seven days, but 
sin mg easterly and westerly gales nnd 
the moving ice retarded our progress 
A* we neared the Silurian coast we 
had considerable difficulty with the 
rafted l<*e and deep, soft snow. 
“fin one occasion I wa* seventeen 
day* making a distance of ninety miles 
In some places the young bx* w as bare 
ly strong enough to sulkier? our sledge. 
and the ice would not support us In 
walking, so we had to cross it by lyinc 
fiat on our stomachs and crawling 
across. 
Owirr’ to the hardship of tin 
Journey several of my dogs gave out 
completely, anti my native l*>y showed 
signs of losing his nerve. 
“ Early one morning I sighted land 
and bop«*d to reach It that evening. 
On seeing the land Kattoviek became 
very active. 
More leads were encoun 
tored during the day. and I had to 
spend another night on the De. 
The 
next day northerly winds set In and 
tattered the lee up on the Hllierinn 
*hore. 
By working hart! all dny we 
managed to reach North ('ai**. Siberia 
“I saw no signs of habitation, so we 
cnmjHHl for flu* n ig h t The next morn 
Ing we started along the Sllierlnn coast 
for East Gape. 
One lone igloo was 
sighted, nnd we went In. 
In the Ice 
hut I fottn I a Siberian native, his wife 
and one child. 
Saw T heir Firet W hite Man. 
“ I came across the first white man 
at Koluchln bay. 
Ile made tsith of us

and I Immediately made arrangem ents 
to have the whaler take me to Nome.

Wrangel Island on I ton rd.

We then 
returned to Nome."
